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XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS, 


No. 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia for July, August, and September, 1923. 


July.—With the opening of the month of July a pronounced change took place in the behaviour 
of the rain-bearing systems. While maintaining the intensity which characterised them during the 
previous month, they followed a more seaward track, with the result that the rainfall over the South- 
West quarter of the State was much lighter than usual, in striking contrast with the June falls, which 
were phenomenally heavy. 


This remark does not apply, however, to the Northern areas of the State (exclusive of Kimberley). 
On the 6th and 7th good falls occurred over the whole of the De Grey country, while the Gascoyne 
and Murchison districts benefited greatly between the 10th and 13th, and 25th and 27th. All three 
disturbances extended to the agricultural country ; and the two latter to the Coolgardie Goldfields, 
but the systems, owing to the prevalence of high pressures over the interior of the Continent, were 
forced some distance out to sea, and the falls were rather light, although, in view of the previous 
month’s downpours, this was not of serious consequence. 


Viewing the month as a whole, large excesses were noted throughout all but the far Northern 
fringe of the East and West Gascoyne and Murchison country, while averages were comfortably ex- 
ceeded as far North as Wallal. In Kimberley the falls were negligible, but the Northern and Central 
portions of the Coolgardie Goldfields also reported slight to moderate excesses. Throughout the 
West, South-West, and South Coastal districts, the agricultural areas, and the South Coolgardie 
Goldfields, deficiencies were general, exceeding an inch over the greater part of the wheat belt, and 
reaching a maximum of four inches at Kalamunnda. 


August.—Although during the month of August rain-bearing disturbances were fairly frequent 
and vigorous, they were kept well off-shore as a result of the resistance offered by inland high pressures, 
and the total registrations were, in consequence, much lighter than usual, the deficiencies varying 
from a few points in the Tropics, to about half an inch over the Northern Goldfields, and an inch to 
an inch and a-half over agricultural districts. 


In Perth the total was 3-91 inches, falling on 17 days—a defect of 1-85 inches compared with 
the average for August of previous years. This shortage was, however, far from phenomenal, the 
driest August, since the inception in 1876 of the current series of records, being that of 1902, when 
only 0-46 inches fell. 


The chief agricultural falls were registered on the 8th, 21st, and 26th, when fair to moderate 
gaugings were effected. Lighter showers fell on the 11th, but from that date until the 20th, and also 
during the opening week, fine weather with drying Easterly winds prevailed. 


On the Coast the showers were more persistent, the number of wet days increasing from four in 
the extreme North-East of the agricultural country to 22, and even at one station 26, in the extreme 
South-West. 


The Gascoyne and Goldfields were visited only by trivial showers, while the Tropics experienced 
an entirely rainless month. 


September.—The month of September was characterised by exceptionally heavy rainfall for the 
time of the year over the South-West coastal region and parts of the Southern wheat belt, where 
several stations, including Perth and Fremantle, reported new record values for the month, the 
averages being exceeded by over 100 per cent. 


This ratio was maintained throughout the Moora District and a large part of the Eastern areas, 
but there the falls were in every case exceeded during previous years, notably in 1889, 1903, 1905, 
and 1918. In the Coastal regions the wettest Septembers were, in the main, those of 1890, 1893, 
1895, and 1917. 


In the far Eastern, North-Eastern, and Northern Midland country the averages were but slightly 
exceeded, with here and there a small deficiency, but useful showers, fairly well distributed throuch- 
out the month, penetrated inland as far as Southern Cross. Over the remainder of the State ee 
gaugings were few and trivial. 


A feature of the rainfall was its persistence, especially on the Coast, only nine rainless days being 
experienced in Perth, and even fewer further Southward. Heavy weather frequently accompanied 
the disturbances, and on the 19th several snowfalls were reported from the Great Southern country.
